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Rogers Continually 
Aims To Aid Needy 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
of West Palm Beach has today 
troduced a bill in the U. S. 
House of Representatives which 
will equalize the income tax 
treatment of husbands and 
wives filing joint returns in 
Florida and 39 other states, 
with the treatment which they 
receive in those states having 


generally for married couples|mit a husband and wife filing 


filing jointly and in 
to retired married couples filing 
jointly. Congressman Rogers 
stated that there are 8 states 
which have community prop- 
erty laws, and that the passage 
of this measure will give like 
income tax benefits to the 40 
states which have been dis- 
criminated against. 

The bill is in three sections 
and each section provides separ- 


community property laws, If| te tax relief. 
passed, it will provide benefits| The first section would per- 
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a joint return to treat one-half 
of the “earned income" and one- 
half of the "retirement income" 
as received by one spouse and 
one-half by the other. The 1954 
Code permits the taxpayer who 
is 65 years of age or over a 
credit against his tax liability, 
known as the "retirement in- 
come credit." This credit can 
operate to reduce the retired 
income-taxpayer's tax liability 
by a maximum of $240 a year. 
Under Rogers' bill this credit 
would be doubled to a maxi- 
mum of $480 as is presently the 
case in community property 
states. 

The Florida Congressman 
stated: "Florida has encourag- 
ed retired people from all over 
the country to make their resi- 
dence in the State, and I feel 
this will be an added attraction 
which will not only bring more 
people to Florida, but which 
will be a boost to the economy 
of every community in our 
State." 

The second section of the 
Rogers' bill would permit a hus- 
band and wife to exclude divi- 
dends up to $100 from gross 
income even though the divi- 
dend constitutes income from 
securities of domestic corpora- 
tions owned individually by one 
spouse Presently only $50 may 
be excluded. 

The third section would in- 
crease the limitation on capital 
fosses from $1000 to $2000 if 
a joint return is filed. 

The amendments made by 
this bill would apply with re- 
spect to the taxable years be- 
ginning after December 31, 1956 
to eliminate the discrimination 
which has existed since the en- 
actment of the 1954 Code. 

Congressman Rogers stated 
that he felt that Floridians and 
the citizens of the other 39 
sates are entiled to the same 
tax benefits that they would re- 
‘ceive in one of the 8 community 
property states, which are Cali- 
fornia, Louisiana, Arizona, 
Idaho, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Texas and Washingon. 


Farmers Home Adminstr. 
Offers Financial Aid 


A line of credit now available 
from the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration should help many 
farm owners in this area im- 
prove or build farm buildings, 
including homes.

Farm Housing loans are re- 
payable over periods up to 33 
years at 4% interést, and are 
secured by a real estate mort- 
gage on the farm. 

Applicants are required to 
furnish building plans, specifi- 
cations and cost estimates. 

As construction progresses it 
will be inspected by a represen- 
tative of the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration to see that it meets 
generally accepted standards 
of soundness. A

lant, says Dr. Leonard Swanson, 
Parasitologist at the Florida 
Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions. Where navel ill is a prob- 
lem, iodine should be applied 
first. 

It will pay herd owners to 
keep close watch for signs of 
the worm — swellings with a 
watery, blood-tinged exudate 
and matted hair. In bad infes- 
tations, a foul odor can be de- 
tected for some distance. 

Dr. Swanson says there are 
several good screwworm  pre- 
parations that can be used to 
prevent infestation and to des- 
troy the larvae in wounds. 
Smears or liquids containing 
pine tar oil, benzol, dipheny- 
lamine or lindance fan be used 
when applied liberally as a pre- 
ventive or treatment. 

To decrease infestation, de- 
horning, castration and ear 
marking should be done when 
the flies are inactive, such as 
on cold winter mornings. All 
types of injuries should be 
avoided but if an injury is sus- 
tained, apply a screwworm oint- 
ment without delay,"Dr. Swan- 
son advises. 


‘QUTDOOR FLORIDA 
` By Hérb Mosher 

Some-important reasons for 
preserving much of Florida in 
its natural state, as the Lord 
made it, are advanced in to- 
day's guest column by C. Ed- 
ward Graves of the National 
Parks association. It’s getting so 
that; as you drive along the 
Florida highways, the "no tres- 
passing" and "posted" signs 
make one dizzy as they whizz 
by! Instead, more signs read- 
ing "public access" or “state 
park" or "public hunting pre- 
serve" are needed and in good- 
ly numbers, too. So now for 
Mr. Graves’ remarks. 

“The arguments in favor of 
preserving wilderness are some- 
times considered impractical by 
hardheaded business men. 
There has been much talk about 
“locking up” our natural re- 
seurces in this way. Wilderness 
conservationists reply -that 
unlocking these areas leads to 
commercial development of 
various types that eventually 
destroys their original charac- 
ter. Once gone, they can never 
be restored. They are in the 
class of non-renewable natural 
resources 

“There is, however, one very 
practical argument in favor of 
preserving wilderness, Just how 
practical it is has never been 
fully realized until the recent 
completion of a survey of the 
amount of money spent by 
hunters and fishermen in using 
our wilderness regions. It is 
very obvious that these sports

ly 2 billion dollars for 500 mil- 
lion days of sport — and drove

“Nearly all of this huge sum 
was spent for equipment and 
for food, lodging and transpor- 
tation on hunting and fishing 
trips. It does not, however, in- 
clude expenditures of those 
visitors to the national parks 
and forests who go for the pur- 
pose merely of enjoying the 
scenery, perhaps camping or 
perhaps staying at lodges or 
motels. This would certainly 
swell the total to astronomical 
proportions. By way of com- 
parison, the annual production 
of value, not all in cash, from 
the national forests is estimat- 
ed at about 350 million. 

"Wilderness conservationists 
believe that a survey of our 
scenic resources, looking to our 
recreational needs 50 years 
from now; is badly needed. 
Here we bave an excellent eco- 
nomic argument for it, and one 
that can hardly be ignored by 
the business world. There are 
plenty of other arguments, 
mainly social or personal in na- 
ture, too ofter ignored by those 
woh are in a position to help. 

“There is no question bpt| — 
that the main incentive in both 
hunting and fishing is getting 
away from the works of man 
and into contact with primitive 
nature. Killing animals for food 
or capturing fish by outwitting 
them with artificial lures is cer- 
tainly a secondary, and in most 
cases a very minor, incentive. 
If the 25-million anglers and’ 
hunters turned up, by this sur- 
very would get solidly behind 
the small band of wilderness 
conservationists who are calling 
for a full scale Scenic Resources 
Review, this long-desired and 
very important project might 
soon be realized.”
